therefore, solely in deference to his hon- 
ist conviction that the salary of §50,000 
is not cxorbtahfe ; Having signed; the; 
bill ia bis first term which doubled too 
anlary of his office during his "second 
term, he could not consistently give 
his assent to a reduction of the salary 
to what it was before. 
In fact there is 


reason to believe that many of.those in 
Congress who Voted for the' reduction," 
did so with tlio purpose of placing him 
in tho cmbarfcssing position of deter 
mining it j but he acted in the only-way 
which was consistent with' honor-and 
fairness. 


The faot is tlmt a great and prosper-

SUICIDE. 


How Snmucl F. Haivloy Came to his 


Death. 


Many of our readers doubtless remem- 


ber Samuel P. Hawley, of the lirm of 
Harbor & Hawley, manufacturers of 
agricultural implements. 
Most of our 


older citizens, loo, have not forgotten 
the disastrous failure of that linn, in 
18CC, and of the subsequent attempt of 
Mr. Hawley to commit suicide in Pitts- 
burg, by cutting his throat and jjimping 
out of a window. 
We have' now to 


record the news of his latest nml most 
successful attempt in thcsamcdirection, 
which occurred at Danville last Thurs- 
day evening. 


It seems that Mr. JIawlcy, who has 


recently been engaged in the lumber 
trade in Chicago, came to Danville early 
in the week, and took rooms at the St. 
James Hotel. 
He had been drinking 


heavily for some timo previous, and 
when he cnmc to Danville was in a 
completely demoralized condition, and 
the landlord took him in charge and 
proceeded to sober him up. By Thurs- 
day he had succeeded in getting him 
into a seemingly rational condition of 
mind, and in the evening took him to 
his room in the third story of the hotel. 
Leaving him there the landlord went 
down stairs, and in a few minutes after- 
wards Hawley jumped out of the win- 
dow, landing on the brick pavement 
below. He was immediately picked up 
and cared for, but it was evident that 
his hours were numbered. 
His logs and 


arms were broken, his head was cut 
badly, and he had received other severe 
Injuries from the fall, fie seemed to be 
perfectly rational, nnd expressed no re- 
grets concerning what he had done, lie 
lived some three hours, wlUn death 
came to his relief. 


Mr. Hawley was a man of great busi- 


ness activity and indomitable energy.— 
He was about 40 years of age, and leaves 
a wifo and several children.

has just returned from the Black Hills, 
we gather a few facts that may be of in- 
terest to our readers. 
Of the company 


tliat went with Mr. M., only .himself and 
Mr. 0. A. Uonklin returned-at Uiis.tinHV 
The party had enjoyed good health-ever 
since .leaving home, though they had 
some pretty rough times. The country 
from Cheyenne to Fort Laramio is al- 
most entirely wild find unsettled, and 
wholly &o from Fort Laramie to Caster 
Oity, a distance of more than one hun- 
dred and fifty miles. The last named 
plaee is right in the Bluck Hills, and is 
a town of about three hundred houses, 
mostly log shanties. The town has two 
saw mills, seven grocery stores, and 
twenty-seven saloons. At the time Mr. 
May left snow was two feet deep in the 
Hills. The'country from Cheyenne l.o 
Ouster City is generally barren .and. 
sandy, though there is an abundance of 
pine timber in the Hills proper. 
He 


pronounces the country a fraud as a 
mining district. There is gold there 
but not in paying quantities, no lead 
having yet been struck that would pay 
for working. His party is holding two 
claims, from which they had gathered 
some specimens, a portion of which he 
brought with him. 
The journey home 


was by the way of Denver. The crops 
through Colorado and Kansas are look- 
ing flue at present, though many fears 
are entertained oi grasshoppers, which 
aro hatching out in large numbers. Mr. 
May left his company well, and they 
will remain until the mutter of finding 
gold is thoroughly tested.
